And it won't do any good for council to 
kick about it; the bill will go through just 
the same.

That is to get busy and arbi- 
trate without any further delay. And 
that reserve fund should be kept absolute- 
ly intact until the arbitration is ended. 
The city council is facing a condition; not 
arguing a theory. 


JASPER PARK ISOLATED 


Last season 360,000 people visited the 
Canadian national parks, Two-thirds of 
them reached the parks by automobile, 
Only 12,000 visited Jasper park. There 
Ww more visitors to Watertoy Lakes 
ark, Elk Island park, or Buffalo park, 
than to Jasper, The park which could not 
e reached by automobile thus drew only 
. trifling fraction of the total, and had 

wer visitors than small parks which 
have no mountein scenery to offer. The 
moral is plain, Until it is made available 
by a standard highway Jasper park cannot 
become the t tourist resort it should be, can 
be made to be, and which the Dominion 
Government is interested in making it. 

The road from Edmonton to Jasper 
was put in passable condition late last 
summer. It should be brought up to high- 
way conditions without further delay 
The Dominion Government has refused to 
give further assistance for the time 
to highway construction, But an excep- 
tion might well be made in this case if the 
Provincial Government offered to co- 
operate in putting through the improve- 
ment during the coming summer. It 
cannot be very satisfactory to the 
Dominion authorities that the largest and 
finest of the national parks is in effect 
shut off from use. A special contribution 
from the Dominion toward the cost of this 
highway could be properly asked for on 
the ground that it would multiply the use- 
fulness and value of this great Dominion 
park property.

Judgment was awarded to Brody's 
Limited against the Canadian Nation-

The action for $147,150.60, which 
was the outcome of damages sustain- 
}ed when fire destroyed the Trudeau 
garage on 103 street last May, was 
argued before Mr, Justice Ford of the 
Alberta supreme court from Febru- 
ary 14 to February 22 

Brody's Limited, wholesale merch- 
ants, were carrying on business in 
the upper storey of Trudeau's garage 
at the time of the fire, The Canadian 
National Railway stored two of their 
trucks on the first floor, On May 11 
an employee of the CNR, named 
Tyldesley, undertook to clean the en- 
gine of one of the trucks, and the 
fumes were ignited from a spark 
caused by a short circuit, The blaze 
which followed destroyed the stock of 
Brody's Limited, causing damage of 
more than $150,000.00, though a small 
portion was recovered through salv- 
age sale, 

“After an eight-day trial ably and 
vigorously fought, I have come to the 
conclusion that the defendant com- 
pany is Tlable on the ground of negli- 
gence.
